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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Bob Jondle on January 28, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 7 (twice amended). The tissue culture according to claim 6, [the cells or 
protoplasts of the tissue culture being] said tissue culture is obtained from a tissue 
selected from the group consisting of: leaves, pollen, embryos, cotyledon, hypocotyls, 
meristematic cells, roots, root tips, anthers, flowers, seeds, stems and pods. 

Claim 31 (amended). A method of producing a soybean plant with modified fatty 
acid or carbohydrate metabolism comprising transforming the soybean plant of claim 2 
with [one or more transgenes] a transqene encoding a protein selected from the group 
consisting of stearyl-ACP desaturase, fructosyltransferase, levansucrase, 
alphaamylase, invertase and starch branching enzyme.
